Mnetimies''diaconrsiug of amorous conceits, other times de 
luting themselves with sweet-somiding mosic; then spend- 
)g the day in banqueting, revelling, dancing, and such-liku 
aatimes, noc once ixgoring their troe betrothed ladies.

\kar coortlj pleasures continued not long ; for they were 
addenlj daihed with certain news of open wars proclaimed 
tgaJnstaU Christendom: which fell oat contrary to the ex- 
leetadoB of die Christian kni^ts. There arrived in the 
Breclan enqperor's palace a hundred heralds, of a hun-

le king of Jerusalem, in revenge of his daughter, taken 
'ay by a Spanish knight ; The Tartarian emperor, in re- 
ige of his son.

Whose pleasant banks they had not bdidd ia 
many years before, where their entertainments were as ho* 
nourable as their hearts desired. 



CHAP. XIII. 

After the seven champions of Christendom arrived in

Oeorge so courageously behftv/ed himself with hk maty 
sword, that Almidor was constrained to yield to hie aanj. 
The army of the Moors seeing their kii^ taken priMBer, 
presently would have fled; but that the ChxistiaMy bolBg 
the lighter of foot, overtook them, and made the gwntK 
slaughter of them Uiat ever happened in Barbery. 

Thus after the battle ended, and the joyM sound «f vie- ' 
tory ranged through the Christian army, the sokUen far- 
niahed thonselves with the enemy's q>oils, and marehed, by 
St. George's direction, to the city of Tripoli, beteg Aaa 
almost unpeopled through the late daughter which was 
there made : in which ci^, after they had rested iOBW 
days, and refreshed themselves with wholesome food, the 
English champion, in revenge of his former proffered injaies 
by the Morocco king, gave this severe sentence of deiUh :

sake his false gods, and believe in our true God, C 
Jesus. 

This kindness of St. George almost ravished Rolon; 
joy ; and the whole land both peers and commons, moi 
joiced at the friendship of the Christians, than if the^i 
been made lords of the western world. The news of 
happy union was bruited in all the parts of Egypt ; w 
by the commons, that before fled for fear into woods 
wildernesses, dens and caves, hills and mountains, rctv 
joyfully to their own dwellings, and caused bonfires 
made in every city, town, and village ; the bells of I 
rang day and night, for the space of a week ; in every \ 
was seen banqueting, dancing, and masking ; sorrow 
banished, wars forgotten, and peace proclaimed. 

The king at his own charge ordained a sumptuous 
costly banquet for the Christian champions, whereii 
bounty it exceeded that which the Trojans made, when 
ris returned from Greece with the conquest of Mene^ 
queen.

Mavy sleep : this h^ipy fortune caused St. George nimbly 
leap off the tree, and with his keen- edged swoxd cut oiF 
leir heads firom their bodies; which being done, he went 
I his children, lying upon a mossy bank, who so pleasantly 
liled in his face, that they made him greatly to rejoice : 
vefore taking them up in liis arms, he spake these words 
Xoyring'.

chair, stadyipg by magic how long FenU ahoold rtmafal 
imcooqaered, \i^ at his entrance drove himfrom hit diana* 
with these speeches: 

" Thou wondroas man of art,** said the idldaii, " vhoni 
for necromancy the world hath made fiunons ! iww is the 
time to express the love and loyalty thoa bearest thy aovis* 
reign ; now is the time thy charming qpelU must woik for 
' Persia's good ; thou seest my fortunes are depreat, my lol- 
diers dead, my captains slaaghtered, my cities bomed, wf 
fields of corn c<»isttmed, and my countiy almost eonqneiid. 
I that was wont to cover the seas with fleets of ships, bow 
stand amazed to hear the Christians' drums, that soond 
forth doleful funerals for my soldiers. I that was wool 
with armed legions to drink up rivers as we marched, and 
made the earth to groan with bearing of our mnltitodet : I 
that was wont to make whole kingdoms tremble at my 
frowns, and fprce imperious potentates to humble at my 
feet; I that have made the streets of many a city to run 
with blood, and stood rejoicing when I saw their buildings 
burnt; I that have made the mothers' wombs the infants* 
tombs, and caused cradles for to swim in streams of blood: 
may now behold my country's ruin, my kingdom's fall, and 
mine own fatal overthrow. Awake, great Osm<md, froon 
thy dreaming trance, awake, I say, and raise a troop of 
Aick infernal fiends, to fight against the damned Christians, 
;hat like swarms of bees do flock about our walls; prevent, 
I say, my land's invasion, and, as I am great monarch Of 
Asia, ril make thee king over twenty provinces, and sole 
commander of the ocean: raise up, I say, thy charmed 
spirits, leave burning Acheron empty for a time , to aid us 
in this bloody battle." 

These words were nosooner ended, but there rattled such 
a peal of canuons against the city walls, that they made the 
very earth shake; whereat the necromancer started from 
his chair, and in this manner encouraged the soldan. 

" It is not Kurope," quoth he, " nor all the petty bands of 
armed knights, nor all the princes in the world, that shall 
abate your princely dignity : am not I the great magiciaa 
of this age, that can both loose and bind the fiends, and call 
the blackfaccd furies from low Cocytus? Am not I that 
skilful artist, which framed the charmed tower amongst the

And thereupon he departed the chamber, and left the ne- 
cromancer in his study ; and as he gave commandment, his 
captains made in readiness their soldiers, and fioamshed 
their warlike horses, and by the sun*s uprising marched into 
the fields of Belgor, where, upon the north side of the ene- 
my, they pitched their camp. On the other side, when the 
warlike Cluistianshad intelligence, by their courts of guard, 
how the Persians were entered the fields ready to give them 
battle, sudden alarums sotmded in their ears, rumours of 
conquest encours^ed so the soldier^ ,that presently they were 
in readiness to entertain the Persians in a bloody banquet. 
Both armies were in sight, with blood-red colours wavering 
in the air; the Christian champions, richly mounted on 
their warlike coursers, placed themselves in the fore-front of 
the battle, like courageous captains, fearing neither death 
nor unconstant chance of fortune. But the soldan, with 
his petty princes, like cowards, were environed and com- 
passed with a ring of armed knights, where, instead of nim- 
ble steeds, they sat in iron chariots. Divers heroical and 
many princely encouragements past between the two armies 
before they entered battle : but when the drums began to 
soimd alarm, and the silver trumpets gave dreadful echoes 
of death ; when the cross of Christendom began to flourish, 
and the arms of Mahomet to be advanced; even then began 
so terrible and bloody a battle, that the like was never found 
in any age; for before the sun had mounted to the top of 
heaven, the Pagans received so great a massacre, and fell 
before the C^hristian champions, that they were forced to 
wade up to the kuces in blood, and (heir soldiers to fight

And ktw not fetfiftdM wicked 
nwronueer Osmond, dMt daring te tima <tf duKt dangero^ 
fBOOonter kneded in a Unr TaUaj, naar onto the camps, 
wtik Ids black kair banginf down onto Ida dMolden, like a 
wraadi of snakes, and witk Ua tOrw wand -drcUng the 
•arth, wliera, wben he heaid dM aoond of drams in the air, 
«nd tlio branen tran^eta giving dnadftd sonnds of war, he 
aolerad into those fatal and dnanod spaadua : 

"Now is this battlo,** qnath ha, " ftrrioosly begun, for 
WMirtrfnks I hear the aoUan cry for help : now is ^m time 
mj fJiarming ^ells most woik for FarsiafBTictorj, and Eu- 
rope's fatal Vrerthrow :*' which being said, thrice did he kias 
the earth, thrice bdield the dements, and dirice beqninkled 
the circle with his own blood, whidi with a silver raaor he 
let from his left arm ; and after bqpm again to qpeak in this 
manner: 

" Stand still, you wandering lamps of heaven, move not, 
sweet stars, but linger on, till Osmond's charms be brought 
to full effect. O thon great Daemon, prince of damned 
ghosts; thou chief commander of those fearful shapes that 
nig^y glide by misbelieving travellers ; even thou that 
holdest the snaky sceptre in thy hand, sitting upon a throne 
of burning steel, even thon thait<tossest bamiog fire-brands 
abroad, even thou whose eyes are like to unlucky comets; 
even thee I charge to let my furies loose, open Uiy brazen 
gates, and leave thy boiling cauldnm empty; send up such 
legions of infernal fiends that may in number countervail 
the blades of grass that brantify those bloody fields of 
Bdgor.** 

These fatal qweches were no sooner finished, but there 
appeared soch a similitude of sj^rits, both from the earth, 
water, air, and fire, tliat it is alma«t incredible to report; 
which he caused to run into the Christian army ; whose 
burnh^ fiddiions not only annoyed the soldiers with fear 
and terror^bot also fired the horses* manes, burned the tn^. 
pings, oonsomed dieir banners, scorched trees and hei1>s, 
and dimmed die elements with so^ an extreme darkness, 
as though dM earth had been covered with eternal night. 
He canaad 4ti>' spirits likewise to raaae tO!^ a> X«me«&V x^cv*^ 
it tofw -qHMsfrO' oaks by the roots, temav«^. \)S^.« «xv^' 
jnonstiMlMf JUew np men into thia vr, ^«tE«e «xA^ 
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yet neither his magic arts, nor all the fiiries and widnd 
spirits, conld any whit dannt the most noble and magnani- 
mous minds of the six champions of Chriateodom; but, like 
onconquered lions, thej pordkased honour where Aej- wsa^ 
colouring their swords in Pagans' blood, makii^ the .eaith 
true witnesses of their victinions and heroical proeeadinp^ 
whom they had attired in a blood-red livery. And. dkonih 
St. George was absent in that terrible battle, yet Berkid 
they as much honour and renown, as though he had baio 
there present ; for the accursed Pagans fell before their war- 
like wei^xms, as leaves do from the trees, when tfia Uiial«r> 
ing storms of winter enter on the earth. Bat whn tht 
wicked necromancer, Osmond, perceived that his nafie 
speUs took no effect, and how, in despite of his eachantaiw^ 
. the Christians got the better of the day, he accursed his ait; 
and banned the hour and time wherein he attempted ao 
wicked an enterprise, thinking them to be preserved by an- 
gels, or else by some celestial means ; but yet not purposing 
to leave off at the first repulse, he attempted another way, 
by necromancy,to overthrow the Christians. 

First, he erected up, by magic art, a stately toit, out* 
wardly in show like to the compass of earth ; bat furnished 
inwardly with all the delightsome pleasures, that either art 
or reason could invent ; only framed to enchant the Chris- 
tian champions with enticing del^;ht, whom he pnrpoiad lo 
keep as prisoners therein. Then fell he again to his coiQa- 
ration, and bound a hundred spirits by due obedience to 
transform themselves into the likeness of beautiful viigins; 
which in a moment they accomplished ; and they were 
framed in form and beauty like to the darlings of Venus ; 
in comeliness comparable with Thetis, dancing on the silver 
sands ; and in all proporticm like Daphne, whose beauty 
caused Apollo to descend the heavens ; their limbs were like 
the lofty cedars, their cheeks to roses dipt in milk, and their 
eyes more bright than the stars of heaven ; also they seemed 
to carry in their hands silver bows, and on their backs hnng 
quivers of golden arrows ; likewise upon their breasts th^ 
had pictured the god of love, dancing upon Mars' knee. 

Thus, in the shape of beauteous damsels, caused he these 
spirits to enter the Christians' army, and, with the golden 
if^it of their enticing smiles, to tangle the c^unvucna I"* ^^"^ 
snares of love, and with their smil^g Y>evQ3ti«ia \mAl 
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from their soldiers, and to bring them prisoners into Lis en. 
chanted tent. Which commandment being no sooner given, 
but these virgins, more swift than the winds, glided into the 
Christians' army, where their glittering beauties so dazzled 
the ejes of the six champions, and their sober countenances 
so entnqq^ their hearts with desire, that their princely va- 
limn were abated, and they stood gating at their excellent 
proportkHiSy as though Medusa's shadow had been pictured 
i^ton tlieir faces : to whom the enticing ladies spake in this 
maimer: 

" Coime, princely gallants, come, awi^ with arms, forget 
the soonds of bloody war, and hang your angry weapons on 
the bower of Peace : Venus, you see, hath sent her messen- 
gers from P^[>hos, to lead yoa to-the paradise of love ; there 
heaven will rain down uectar and ambrosia, sweet for you 
tO'feed upon, and there the melody of angels will make you 
miiaic ; diere shall y oo fight \xgoa beds of silk, and encountei- 
with enticing kisses/' 

These golden promises so ravished the champions, that 
they were enchanted with their loves, and vowed to take 
their last farewell of knighthood and magnanimous chivalry . 
Thus were they led from their warlike companies, to the 
necromancer's enchanted tent, leaving their soldiers without 
guiders, in danger of confusion. But the queen of chance so 
smiled upon the Christians, that the same time St. George 
arrived in Persia, with a fresh supply of knights, of whose 
noble achievements I purpose now to speak : for no sooner 
had he entered the battle, and placed his squadrons, but he 
had intelligence of the champions' misadventures, and how

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than was that juice that Hannibal sucked from his fatal ring* 
Come, soldiers, come, you followers of those cowardly cham* 
pions,unsheath your warlike weapons, and follow him whose 
soul hath vowed either to redeem them from the necromancer's 
charms, or die with honour in that enterprise. If ever mar« 
tal creatures warred with damned furies, and made apassage 
to enchanted dales, where devils dance, and warlike shadows 
in the night; then, soldiers, let us march unto that paviliWi 
and chain the cursed charmer to some blasted oak, diat 
hath so highly dishonoured Christendom.** 

These resolute speeches were no sooner finished, bat the 
whole army, before daimted with fear, grew so conrageoos, 
that they protested to follow him through more dangCTSthan 
did the Grecian knights with uoble Jason in the isle of CoU 
chos. Now began the battle again to renew, and the drums 
to sound fatal knells for the Pagan soldiers, whose souls the 
Christians' swords by numbers sent to burning Acheron. 
But St. George with his sword made lanes of slaughtered 
men, and with his angry arm made passage throi^ the 
thickest of their troops, as though that death had been com* 
mander of the battle : he caused crowns and sceptres to 
swim in blood, and headless steeds with jointless men to fall 
as fast before his sword, as drops of rain before thunder: 
and ever in great danger he encouraged his soldiers in this 
manner : " New, for the fame of Christendom, fight ; cap* 
tains, be now triumphant conquerors, or Christian martyrs."

mighty mountains with my charms ? Have I had power 
I raise up dead men's shapes from kingly tombs, and can 

not unchain myself from this accursed tree ? O no ! fw I a 
fettered up by the immortal power of the Christian's GkM 
against whom because I did rebel, I am now condemned 
everlasting fire. Come all ye necromancers in the wori 
come all you sorcerers and charmers, come all yovschala 
from the learned universities, come all you witches, b( 
dames, and fortune-tellers, and all that practise devili 
arts, come take example by the story of my i|res." 

This being said, he violently, with his own hands, tore li 
hair from his head, as a sufficient revenge, because by tl 
direction of their wills, he was first trained in that damn 
art. Then betwixt his teeth he bit iu two his loathson 
tongue, because it muttered forth so many charms : tbt 
into his thirsty bowels he thrust his hands, because th^ hi 
so often held the silver wand, wherewith he had made I 
charmed circles; and for every letter, mark, and charact 
that belonged to his conjuration, he inflicted a several to 
ment upon himself: and at last, with sightless eyes, speec 
less tongue, handless arms, and dismembered body, he w

In this princely maoner marched St. George with his w•l^• 
like troops throng the territories of Africa kod Asia* Bat 
when the Christian champions a^roached the wafceiy waM, 
and began to go on board thdr ships, Uie earA seemed lo 
mourn at their farewells, and the seas to rejoice at their pre- 
sence : the waves coached as smooth as crystal ice, and the 
winds blew such gentle gales, as though tl%aea<^ods had 
been the directors of their ileet.

might have his court honoured with the presence of sn 
renowned knights; and therefore in this manner it was ) 
compliahed. 

The emperor dispatched messengers into divers parts 
the world, and gave them in charge to publish, thnmglu 
every country and province as they went, of an hxmo 
able tournament, that should be held in the city of Const 
tinople, within six months following ; thereby to accompl 
his intent, and to bring the Christian champions, whose cc 
pany he so much desired, unto his couit. 

I'his charge of the Grecian emperor, as he command* 
was speedily, performed with such diligence, that in a sh< 
time it came to the ears of the Christian knights, as th 
travelled betwixt the provinces of Asia and Africa, who, 
the time appointed, came in great pomp to Constantinofi 
to famish forth the honourable triumphs. 

At the fame thereof likewise resorted thither a gr 
number of knights of great valour and strength ; amc 
whom were the prince of Argicr with a %oodly company 
noble persons, and the prince of Fez with many well-p 
portioned knights ; likewise came thither the king of Ara 
in great state; and with no less majesty came the king 
Sicilia, and a brother of his who were both giants. Ma 
other brave and valiant knights came thither to honour i 
Grecian emperor. And as they came to honour the 
umphs, so likewise they came to prove their fortitudes, i 
to get fame and name, and the praise that belongeth to 
venturous knights. It was supposed of all the compai 
that the king of Sicilia would gain by his prowess the c 
nity from the rest, for that he was a giaut of very big lim 
although his brother was taken to be the more furious knig 
who determined it not to be just that his brother should 
tbe honour and praise from. aWihe kui^his that came;— 1 
it fell out otherwise asherea-itcT you^^^Wtw.

At the noise whereof the two kn^ts spurred their conrsen 
and made their encounters so strong, and with such great 
fury, that the proud Pagan was cast to the ground, and k 
departed the lists with great dishonour. 

Straightway entered the brave king of Sidlia, who wai 
armed in a glittering corslet of very fine steel, and mi 
mounted upon a mighty and strong courser; and brou^ 
in his company two hundred knights, all apparelled will 
cloth of gold, having every one a several instrument of muiif 
in his hand, sounding thereon a most delightsome melody. 

And after the Sicilian king had made his accustomed 
compass and courtesy in the place, he locked down hii 
beaver, and put himself in readiness to fight.

Which determination he strai^ways pot 
in practice, and took out of the emperor's armoury, Tory 
secretly, an exceeding good corslet which was all nssel, 
and enamelled with black, and embroidered round about 
with a gilded edge, very curiously and artificially gravea 
and carved.

with him in the grave, and speak of our next renowned tra- 
gedy, which Heaven and Fate had allotted St. David, the 
champion for Wales, at that time entituled Cambro-Brita- 
nus.

Amm all these proceedingSy Natora, the 
of S8 ally so wroaght in the heart of St. ABthoBi;f , the < 
l^Lon for Italy, Aat ha oodartodc the iieit#a|,iiiil 
prise; and leaving St. George, with St. Andnm^i^ thii 
peror'aooort of JCoostantinaple, he tookhia jovnMor tMMriii 
Italy; and knowing, by the oooraa of natwe^ Ikat hli 4^pi 
wore not many, he porpooed thero to lat op hit UU* Mrib 
and in death to iniah vp all earttily tronUaib Bo-i 
after a long joamey . to the ctty of Rome, whara th*4 
Domitian kept his court; and the city being ^tdiea hi htf 
chiefiest pomp and glory, won great desire in the chaiapaiA 
mind to see the monuments of the same. 

So upon the morning, going from his lodgings, he waUsai 
up and down the streets with admiraticm, and fed his eyes 
with many delightful objects. First, with great wonder he 
stood gazing upon the monuments that were erected in the 
honour of all their famous emperors, consuls, oratnrs, and 
conquerors, things which yielded him great pleasure. Hw 
next thing that his eyes delighted in, was the tenq>le of the 
twelve Sibyls, a most miraculous building : in which traople 
were all their prophecies enrolled ; as also the beginning and 
ending of the whole catalogue of the heathen gods, as Mars, 
Jnpiter, Saturn, Apollo, and such-like, with their manaar 
of wordiip. The next that he saw was the house of Reoras 
and Romnlns, who built Rome ; a building of much wortiii* 
ness. Next unto it stood an ancient prison (an old rotten 
thing) where the man lay that was condemned to death, and 
oonld have no body come to him and succour him bat was 
searched, yet was kept alive a l(mg space by sucking of his 
dao^ter's breasts. After this, he saw Pompey's theatre, 
r^nxted one of the nine wonders of the world : Uia amparor 
Nero's tomb, maintained with disgrace, for the offieaca ha 
did in setting Rome on fire. To conclude, he ^eot mtaj 
dajrs in viewing the martyrs' tombs, and oth«r xdiqaai 
broi^lbt from Jerusalem .

He was armed in a ooft oi mafl of tnmfifciil iBvir, 
haying <m his head a white ixalMn, aad a pvdait «ri*^ 
wherein was d^ktoredaikalf "niooByWi^ Ala Biilta^ «i4ril 
increasing." Hiapavilioa'was graettyWiitt ailfvrHtfiil 
fringe, and was ptaeed on the rii^ haad of fha 
Persia. 

Altar him came tha prince of "ly^nly, i 
four giants of a marrelkms sise and Mgnaaa, idioae i 
were, Garian, Caras, Fhidob,and Raphsanis. 
on their necks great knotty oaks, with which thcQir eedd 
strike two jards de^ into the gronnd, and were most dxoid- 
fol to behold. He had also with him a deformed crfiatara 
called a Sagittary, being half a man tmd half a hone, who 
could run as swift as a ship cab sail harii^; wtod and WWk 
ther : his o£fensive weapon was a bow, with which he dMt 
poisoned arrows ; and was so expert therein, that he dMdd 
shoot to a hair's breadth. This prince of T^^oly waa ea> 
camped next to the king of Parthia, and had apaTUfoa tf k 
pea-blossom colour, fringed with murrey.

treuJ Did not the king'* danghier of Va/atbii^ vQ 
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France ; as also the king of Jerusalem's dan^ter bj die 
like persuasions of St. James of Spain? What intolerable in- 
jury was it to the king of lliracia, to have his fair danfjbta 
Elosalinde tempted awaj from her country by tbe Itilfam 
champion ! But mtich more from the champion of ScodaiMi, 
to be deprived of his other six daughters. Did notduWdah 
champion slay the count palatine of Tartary in flSs father^ 
court ? Besides infinite other mischiefs, losses, and disgraces 
we have received from them; all which, whilst they Ii?td, 
we were not able to revenge ; but now, since Death hath been 
so kind to take them out of the world, let us idnek ap otr 
courages, and manfully fight in revenge of our injuries. Let 
pity be exiled our thoi^ts, neither paring old age for their 
hoary heads, nor the tender. infant for its pltiftil aj: UfL 
not the tears of matrons find regard, nor the wailings* of wi- 
dows any respect ; but let all be destined by the sword, dial 
we may have a general triumph in their uttv oooAisioou'' 

This oration was received with a general applause, etoh on 
protesting hisutmost endeavours for the extirpation of Chris* 
tianity, and never to sheath his sword till they had laid As 
European cities equal with the dust, and their stately ntonn- 
ments in ruin, like to the lofty pyramids of Troy. And now 
considering, by experience, the fatal effects of their fmrmer 
discord in electing a general, and how necessary it was to 
have a commander-in-chief; to avoid all controversy, it 
was decreed amongst them, that six of the chiefest shouldbe 
picked forth, and out of them one to be chosen by lot to be 
their general.

Hav- 
l*g trsvdlvd MOM few' miles, and deiiroas of rcfireahment 
sftar dib encoppter, they saw some smoke ascending out 
eftkstonael of a little cell sear onto diem; whitherbend- 
iag dwir oonne;they saw standing at the door an aged her- 
ait» in a gown of frieoe reaching to the gnmnd; his hair as 
wltte as the down of swans, or driven snow, which in a 
flwileis manner hong down his shovlders : in his face you 
n^^ read the map of sorrow, charactered oat in deep-fur- 
rowed wrinkles : whom the kni^^ts ctforteoosly sainted, de- 
aking to'know the reason why so frnitful a cbnntry as they 
had passed was leftdestitate of inhabitants.

But when the king heard th^ews of the monster's 
th, he caused the bells to be rung, and bonfires to be 
le, for joy thereof; and hearing how the three knights

Being coDM to tlw Idbqf • palaoa, Hmj wmmmt^l^i^ 
qoaen Beraniosy mA bar touttiM Atmf^tat Uf|y#,4i 
flower of oomteqr, and penfoiAf rare p«intlaB;.«kib 
as dM excelled the odwr SieUiui viiifH ia dlvoi^'aiil 
honour, m did die mpaM Uun |dl in hmas^, apd ate . 
<»naments of natnre ; to which were joined aadi rare «r 
dowments of the min^, as completed her a princess of ad* 
mirable parts. After they were alighted from the^chark)^ 
they were conducted to a stately room, where was provided 
for them a costly banquet; wbich being ended, tlidr ean 
were saluted with most choice music ; after which the ]*• 
dies presented them with a stately mask. All this white 
the princess Urania fed her eyes with beholdii^ sir Gnj, 
whose perfections she so ccmtooaplated, that iove, enteriig 
in at her eyes, so wounded her heart, that she became iriu>Qy 
captivated in the bonds of Cupid. Sir Ouy, on the odwr 
side, was so pierced with her transcendent beauQr, and her 
other rare accomplishments, that he wholly reagned 19 
himself to her devoticm, she being the loadstone of his a^ 
fections, attracting all the faculties of his soul in obedisnee 
to her commands. 

Thus did these two princely persons reciprocally bear 
true love to each other, though neither of them knew each 
other's mind. But as fire will not be long hid under oofls> 
bastible matter, so love, where it is ardent, will diew itadf 
through all the disguises they can put upon it.

as much grace, as might becone tiie qaaio of loftf to^.wv 
acted it : and so^haring shewad the ipgct at or t '^t fcmJi 
as well tread a measure in a danoa, as haadla dM V^Bi 
lance, he with the princess Urania wttbdmr inhrft donv 
of that spacious ro(»i; whilst air Altnadir,'lMivliif^aa^ 
ciated himself with a gallan^ ftdy naaad AlNtta, mt 
daughter to the viceroy of NapM^t began a ieadaA «MibB i 
to the musics which whilst they wenperfbcvkifl^ rif Ov 
courted the princess Urania in these words : 

" Most peerless princess/' said sir Ooj,^" tf < 
wounds of my heart coold speak, whioii yoa h«*« 
by the beams of -your matdiless baan^, thoBWimld ItliM. 
my toB^e the laboer to deelars ^.imctkm.yfbUk I Wv 
to yournoble person. If IhaTeaimedtooUgli»blaBe9«tf 
matchless beauty and Tirtnes, that hare caused it. Let wb 
therefore conjure you, by all the r^ts and charms of lofe, 
and by those fair eyes that have enthralled mine, not to 
prove obdurate in thy love, though I must confess myself 
unworthy«of so high a bliss : yet shall the sun sooner oeasete 
run his course, the stars to give light, and every thing altor 
from its wonted course, ere Guy will prove false, or cease 
to honour the perfections of the princess Urania." 

Although tMs speech was very welcome to Ihe lov^ddc 
princess, yet, that she might not seem too forward, wift a 
maidenly modesty she thus replied : 

" Sir, you must pardon me, if I look before I leacp. That 
myself, together with our whole country, is indebted to yoer 
prowess, we shall for ever acknowledge. But to love, and 
so to love as to make you a promise of being my husband

19o, at 
though illneas proved false to Dido, yet will Gnj be mvtm 
to his Urania, as ever was Fynanns to his belmdllU^ 
or Leander to Hero. What tfaoogih Jason hntlj iotmtk 
his Bledea, by whose means he obtained the ; 
yet shall my faith always remain firm, aid. be m ( 
to thee as was Ulysses to his Penelope.** 

The princess, hearing these asseveratioDS, and being wiflp 
inghe should not be too much dqected, bat that aomabiaM 
of comfort should reflect on him, she told him, that timi, 
tiie mother of truth, would prove the realitgr of his affimiMs; 
in the mean time that he should not despair, since, bang * 
soldier, he must needs know that the strongBSt'eastlM Ij 
continual batteries are forced to yield. 

By this time the night was so hr qpent as irmmnniiiiilbw 
all to go to their beds: where bo sooner they litre laid,bK 
Somnus, the god of deep, closed op their ejert in (olin 
slumbers. Next morning, no somier did Aorom fitHs At 
glowing east display her purple doors* and that Byptdm 
with his ruddy rays began to gild the horizon wi& his rsr 
dious beams, t&an the shrill noise of a silver trumpet sound- 
ing at the court gates raised them from their beds, to kBOW 
what was the meaning of it; when they were quiddy in- 
formed, that it was a knight of Thessaly, attended on by a 
squire and a trumpeter, who desired to speak with the king 
of Sicily ; who being admitted into his presence ddivtred 
himself in these words : 

" Most noble prince, my coming hither to you, is to de* 
sire of you assistance for our dbtressed country of Thessaly, 
opprest, and made almost desolate, by the encroachments 
and tjrranny of the king of Thrace : the cause of which quar* 
rel he pretends to be, forthat our king having but <medaa|^- 
ter, named Mariana, the heiress to bis crowns and domi* 
nions; being a lady not only endued with excellency of 
Nature's gifts, but withal so virtuous, arable, and every 
way complete in knowledge, that she may well be said to 
be the darling of her sex and admiration of all that know 
her. This peerless princess, the king of Thrace, who b 
famed a man given over to all licentiousness, and so £eur de- 
generate from royalty thai he commits actions unbeseeming 
a peasant, desired of her iasSawr xo \xks% \l« \w -i&»rra^\ 
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but she, loathing to Unk bendf in sach marriage bands, 
where love and tme honoar did not mutually embrace each 
other, refused scf loathsome a proffer, and that with buch itj- 
dignation, that, upon his ambassador's return, and acquaint- 
ed with his slighting, he resolved to do that bj force which 
lieooaldiiotobtaiiiby&voQr; and to that end mustered up 
snoi(|(alaMntarai7; iridehvasdoaatn inch an instant, 
tliat h» was inarched into the midat of our land before we 
vm iit a pai a d to neei Urn oft oor bofders: nay, his horse, 
edbtistiQg of ten dMuaod wcO-an^vrad aoldieri,excellentIy 
acMMd, both with oB m sivo and deftBahre weapons, had by 
diflir iacmioD so affrighted our v^opU, fhat our strongest • 
dtadds were not bddanffieient to aafagnard them from dan- 
gar, and all left to the spoil of the enemy. At last this news 
arriTed to oar king, who held hinwelf 8ecnre,by reason there 
mui a mntiialleagae of peaoa between them, which at that 
ttee was not half expired; so Aat ho was altogether unpro- 
vided fot dw present (a great fanU in princes, to think any 
eatate so permanent that it may not be soon overturned) : 
bat upon die news hereof he bestin himself; fortifies his 
ddef dQr, Larissa, where he kept bis eomt ; and raises as 
pfrissant an army as he could, in so short a time, be pro- 
Tided with, which he marches against his enemies. The king 
of Thrace had with him a m^ty giant, named Predo, in 
whom he pat great confidence. This giant had the strength 
of ten men, and fras for stature and shape very terrible to 
behold. In the valley of Tempe they joined battle, where. 
notwithstanding our men did what in them lay, as fightinj; 
for the liberty of their country, yet, being overpowered and 
borne down by the strength and valour of the giant Predo. 
they received a dismal overthrow; the greatest part of the 
army slain, and most of the rest taken prisoners ; amongst 
whom onr wofnl king was one; who eaconntering Predo, who 
had on him a coat of mail, and over that an armour of two 
hundred pounds weight, being on foot (for no horse was able 
to bear him), our king running i^ainst him with his lance, 
it shivered in a thousand pieces ; nor could his sword aught 
avail against the giant's armour, although he laid on such 
strokes, that sparkles flew from it as from a piece of hot iron 
whan a smith is wotking it. * But the giant valued his blows

ofirtiidiair Alexander vaa acnt bdbny with a choice part 
of tike army, to give dMB a raiiriiiado in tiie nig;ht-seasoo, 
the rest of the amj Biarehing at noi« leisure to second 
them, if dMj'dioald be ove ip o ire r e d : and one of the Thessa- 
lians, who iras wdl aoql^dBted widk the ooontiy, was seat 
iiUo thedty to give then notice oi thehr eoming, and that at 
sodi a time Aej ahoold make what strength they could, 
and give a sallj oat 190B the Thradans. This Theasalian, 
who was thus soit in, faronf^t great comfort unto the be- 
siq;ed, who aeo(»din|^7 prepared against the time : and so 
alwat midni^^t, when sir Alexander with his army was 
come within sif^t of the city, and held up a blazing torch 
to give them notice of tiieir e^tproach, they issued out of 
their gates and manAdly set upon theThracians. Sir Alex- 
ander, on the other side, coming upon their backs, fell on 
them with such fury as sent such numbers of the Thracians' 
souls to the lower regions, that Charon's boat was over- 
burdened with their numbers. Sir Alexander laid about 
him with such incredible valour, that he made a lane of 
slaughtered carcases, till he came to the Thracian king's 
pavilion, who not dreaming of any enemy's approach, was 
at that time in his bed ; but being alarmed by the dreadful 
cry of his soldiers, he suddenly started up : but before he 
could put on his clothes, sir Alexander was entered his pa- 
vilion, and took him prisoner. Then fell the hearts of the 
Thracians, nothing being heard but cries and lamentations 
of wounded men. Here was one who would have run away, 
but had one leg cut off and the other deeply wounded ;

In some, 
death appeared in so many shapes, and all of them so 
horrid, that to any but a very unrelentingheart indeed, the 
sight would appear very pitiful. 

By this time was sir Guy come up with the rest of the

Next morning, no sooner had Fhoebos witk hla nfUgnt' 
beams enlightened the hemaqthere, bat St. Geoifa aroaa final 
his drowsy bed» and relating his vision to ib» oHmt ehaB* 
pions, they agreed with all speed to hastas to tht CbiMtaB 
army ; and having acquainted the )dag of TTienaaly wtt 
their determination, they prepared to be gone, being aeesM-' 
panied to the seaside with the chiefiMt of the TlitnmTlsiii 
At their entering into the ship, the king presented «afdi <tf 
the champions with rich diamond rings, and to St. Geoif e 
he gave, over and above, a rich collar of esses, havi^ hang- 
ing thereon a medal of gold, beset with precious ttoiMS, and 
in it the picture of an elephant, for his elephant and giant- 
like valour shewed in his defence. The pnncess Mariana at 
the same time sent unto sir Alexander a signet made of po- 
lished jasper, wherein was engraven a heart womided with 
a sword, and crowned with a wreath, with this word, 
" Amarete." 

So taking their solemn leaves of each other, the wind 
standing fair, they set sail : where we will leave them for
